MINE WARNINGS TO MARINERS. $ 

Tho following information is taken from “Mino Warnings to Mari- 
ners No. 376”: 

German mine pilots may he obtained off Dungeness and 5 to 10 miles northwest of 
the Maas light vessel. Vessels leaving German ports may obtain mine pilots at Cux- 
haven, Hamburg, and occasionally at Brunsbuettel. 

Alterations in the marking of the mine-free channels in the North Sea and information 
regarding mines are transmitted by the German naval wireless station at Dorkum every 
four hours, at 8 hours O minutes, 12 hours 0 minutes, etc. (Central! European time). 
with a wave length of 600 meters. All merchant vessels are advised in the intereste 
of safety to keep continuous wireless watch while navigating in the vicinity of the 
mined areas.

AMENDMENT TO REGULATIONS. 


Paragraph 9, page 50, amended October 1, 1920, to read: 


Every ship station shall carry a reasonable number of spares of such parts of both 
the main and emergency radiotelegraph equipments as are subject to undue wear, 
deterioration, or liability to accident, and the tools required to make necessary repairs 
at sea, 


OPERATOR'S LICENSE SUSPENDED. 


License No. 20023 issued at Norfolk, Va., February 10, 1920, has 
been suspended for a period of six months on account of the holder 
of the license violating Article VI of the service regulations and the 
international convention. The offending operator in this case 
caused superfluous signals to be transmitted. 


NEW BRITISH WIRELESS ACT. 


Vessels of the United States on arriving on and after Decombor 1, 
1920, at ports of the United Kingdom will be subject to the pro- 
visions of the British wireless act 1919, so far as applicable. An 
operator holding a cargo grade license issued by this Government 
is qualified to be a watcher as specified in the regulations. 

Following is the act and regulations thereunder: 
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MERCHANT SHIPPING (WIRELESS TELEGRAPIY) Act, 1919. 


[An act to make further provision with respect to wireless telegraphy on ships, Aug. 15, 1919.] 


1.—(1) Every seagoing British ship registered in the United Kingdom being a pas- 
senger steamer or a ship of sixteen hundred fons gross tonnage or upwards shall be 
provided with a wirolcas telegraph installation, and shall maintain à wireless tele- 
graph service which shall be at least sufficient to comply with the rules made for the 
purpose under this Act, and shall be provided with one or more certified operators 
and watchers, at least in accordance with those rules: 

Provided that the Board of Trade may exempt from the obligations imposed by 
this Act any ships or classes of ships if they are of opinion that, having regard to the 
nature of the voyages on which the ships are engaged, or other circumstances of the 
case, the provision of a wireless telegraph apparatus is unnecessary or unreasonable. 

(2) The Board of Trade, in consultation with the Postmaster-General, shall make 
rules prescribing the nature of the wireless telegraph installation to be provided, 
of the services to bo maintained, and the numha; gmads end qunlifieniians nf upar 
ators and watchers to be carried: 

Provided that no ship shall be required to carry more than one operator unless 
more than one operator would have been required under the provisions of the Mer- 
chant Shipping (Convention) Act, 1914. 

(3) If this section is not complied with in the case of any ship, the master or owner 
of the ships shall be liable in respect of each offense to a fine not exceeding five hun- 
dred pounds, and any such offense may be prosecuted summarily, but, if the offense 
is prosecuted summarily, the fine shall not exceed one hundred pounds. 

4) A surveyor of ships or a wireless telegraphy inspector may inspect any ship 
for the purpose of seeing that she is properly provided with a wireless telegraph in- 
stallation and certified operators and watchers in conformity with this Act, and for 
the purpose of that inspection shall have all the powers of a Board of Trade inspector 
under the Merchant Shipping Acta, 1894 to 1916. 

If the said surveyor or inspector finds that the ship is not ao provided, he shall give 
to the master or owner notice in writing pointing out the deficiency, and also pointing 
out what in his opinion is requisite to remedy the same. 

Every notice so given shall be communicated in the manner directed by the Board 
of Trade to the chief officer of customs of any port at which the ship may seek to obtain 
a clearance or transire, and the ship shall be detained until a certificate under the 
hand of any such surveyor or inspector is produced to the effect that the ship is prop- 
erly provided with wireless telegraph installation and certified operators and watchers 
in conformity with this Act. 

(5) The obligations imposed by this Act shall not come into operation while the 
obligations with respect to wireless telegraph, on ships imposed by the Defense of 
the Im ulations remain in force, but shall be in addition to, and not in sub- 
stitution for, the obligations as to wireless telegraphy imposed by the Wireless Teleg- 
‘raphy Act, 1904, or any Order in Council, or regulations made thereunder, or by the 
Merchant Shipping (Convention) Act, 1914. 
2.—The foregoing provisions of this Act shall, as from a date three months after the 
‘coming into operation of the obligations imposed by this Act on British ships regis- 
‘tered in the United Kingdom, apply to ships other than British ships registered in 
ithe United Kingdom while they are within any port in the United Kingdom in like 
manner as they apply to British ships so registered. 

%.—(1) This Act may be cited as the Merchant Shipping (Wireless Telegraphy) 
‘Act, 1919, and the Merchant Shipping Acts, 1894 to 1916, and this Act may be cited 
together as the Merchant Acts, 1894 to 1919. 

(2) This Act shall be construed as one with the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, 
‘ind ‘‘passenger steamer” shall mean a steamer which carries more than twelve pas- 
Sengers, and “wireless telegraphy inspector" means an officer appointed under sec- 
tion twenty of the Merchant Shipping (Convention) Act, 1914, for the purposes therein 
"nentioned. ý 


BRITISH RADJO REGULATIONS. 


Extracts from the rules of the Board of Trade under the provisions 
»f the merchant shipping (wireless telegraphy) act, 1919, effective 
December 1, 1920, and applies to all seagoing passenger steamers or 
ships of 1,600 tons gross tonnage or upwards, while within any port 
In the United Kingdom. 
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INTERPRETATION. 
J. In these Rules— 
The expression ‘‘coasting trade" means trade exclusively carried on between port 
in the British Islands. 
The number of hours occupied in a voyage from port to port means the norma 
number of hours occupied in a voyage between one port of call and the next. 


CLASSIFICATION OF SHIPS. 


2. For the purposes of these Rules ships shall be classified as follows: P 

Can I. Ships carrying 200 persons or more which are not engaged in the coasting 

ade. 

Class II. Ships not engaged in the coasting trade carrying 50 but less than 20 
persons and ships engaged in the coasting trade carrying S) persons or more. 

Class ITI. Ships carrying less than 50 persons. 

In reckoning the number of persons carried by a ship there shall be included the 
normal crew of tho ship and the maximum number of passengers permitted to be 
carried by the passenger certificate of the ship. 


NATURE OF INSTALLATION. 


3. The installation shall comply with the requirements of the International Radio- 
telegraph Convention, 1912, as modified by any other international agreement (and 
in particular the International Convention of Safety of Life at Sea, 1914), or of any 
international agreement by which the said Convention of 1912 may be superseded. 

(I) A ship of Class I shall carry certificated operators in accordance with the follow- 
ing table, and while at sea a certificated operator shall be always on watch— 


NATURE OF VOYAGE. NUMBER AND GRADE OF OPERATORS. 


(a) Voyage exceeding 48 hours from Three operators, of whom one shall 

port to port. . hold a first grade certificate. and not more 
than one a third grade certificate. 

(b) Voyage exceeding 8 hours but not Two operators of whom one shal! hold 


exceeding 48 hours from port to port. a first or a second grade certificate. 
(c) Voyage not exceeding 8 hours from One operator who shall hold a first or a 
port to port. second grade certificate. 


(II) A ship of Class TI shall carry certificated operators and certificated watchers in 
accordance with the following table, and while at sea a certificated operator shall 
always be on watch at the times specified in the Schedule to these Rules, and either 
2 certificated operator or a certificated watcher shall always be on watch at other times. 


NUMBER AND GRADE OF OPERATORS AND 


NATURE OF VOYAGE. WATCHERS. 

(a) Voyage exceeding 48 hours from One operator who shall hold a first ora 

port to port. second grade certificate. and two 
watchers. 

(b; Voyage exceeding 8 hours but not One operator who shall hold a first ora 
exceeding 48 hours from port to port. second grade certificate, and ono watcher. 

(c) Voyage not exceeding 8 hours from One operator who shall hold a first ora 
port to port. second grade certificate. 


(III) A ship of Class III shall carry one operator who shall hold a first or a second 
grade certificate, and while at sea the operator shall always be on watch at the times 
specified in the Schedule to these Rules. 

* * * * * * * 

11. The Postmaster General may accept certificates granted to operators by the 
Government of any part of Ilis Majesty's Dominiona or of a foreign country in pur- 
suance of the regulations annexed to any International Radiotelegraph Convention 
for the time being in force. 

12, These rules shall come into operation on the Ist day of September, 1920. 
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
